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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  rising  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  reflected  In  a  higher  rate  for  Shepshed. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  Nursing  Staff,  fewer  beds  were 
available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium,  Markfield,  part¬ 
icularly  for  Tuberculosis.  The  situation  with  regard  to  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  must  be  regarded  as  serious,  and  I  feel 
that  individually,  and  as  a  body,  no  effort  should  be  spared  to 
remedy  this  tragic  state  of  affairs. 

The  building  of  houses  Is  at  last  on  the  way,  although 
slowly,  but  the  housing  shortage  is  still  a  problem.  During  the 
year  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  increased  by  45. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  acute 
Poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  were  notified. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  remains  fairly  satisfactory, 
but  the  number  being  immunised  in  the  under  Age  5  Groups  is 
tending  to  fall  off. 


Again  I  must  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones, 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  assistance,  not 
only  throughout  the  year  but  In  compiling  this  report,  and  to  you 
for  your  confidence  and  willing  co-operation.

Tuberculosis  :  The  Sanatorium  at  Markfieldis  well  equipped  for 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  and 
contains  214  beds,  only  1 1  7  beds  are  in  use  owing  to  shortage 
of  Nursing  Staff.

Other  delicate  and  ill-nourished  children  (3-5)  are  admitted 
to  the  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  Woodhouse  Eaves. 
Cases  of  scabies  are  removed  to  Melton  Public  Assistance 
Institution, 


AMPULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council.  Non-infections  cases  are  removed 
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by  aiiibulancB  provided  by  the  St.  John  Anibuiance  Brigade  at 
Loiighbor.nigh.  An  interim  ninbidance  service  was  established  in 
1945  by  the  County  Council  by  arrangenients  with  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade.  Colliery  accidents  are  removed  b}^  ambulances 
provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  the  Central 
Ambulance  Station,  Nailstone  Colliery. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.
